STAINS: 
Stains, it seems, will get on table 
linens in spite of every precaution 


However, most of them can be readily 
removed if handled properly and prom 
ptly, with the emphasis on “promptly’ 
Fruit stains, for instances, will 
weaken the fabric if not removed at 
once—before laundering. The follow- 
ing suggestions apply to white fabrics 
only. 
Mustard, we find, is one of the 
most stubborn stains to remove, be- 
cause it contains tumeric. The most 


successful treatment yet found is to 
sponge the spot with denatured alcohol 
then rinse at once with cold water 
Stains left by soft drinks and other 
beverages are scarcely noticeable 
when fresh. If sponged immediately 
with cold washed in the 
usual way, they will come out readily. 
But if the stain has been allowed to 
set and a brown spot appears, wet 
with cold water, cover with glycerine 
and let stand for two or three hours. 
Repeat if the stain persists. This is 
usually if not always effertive

Generally speaking, if you're sup- 
posed to bake a product for 30 
minutes or less, it’s best to pre- 
heat the oven. Roasts, oven meals, 
ete. which take longer to cook can 
be placed in a cold oven. 


Leave at least an inch of space 
between pans and the inside wall of 
the oven as well as an inch in be- 
tween pans themselves. This al-

Pineapple Punch 
(Serves 25) 

tablespoons green tea 

cups orange juice 

cups lemon juice 

quart pineapple juice 

cups sugar 

cups water 

quart pale dry ginger ale 

quart lime ice 

Pour 3 cups freshly boiled 

water over tea. Brew 3 minutes 

Strain and cool. Blend together 

juices and tea infusion. Boil to- 

gether sugar and water for 10 

minutes to make a thin syrup 

Chill and add to fruit juices and 

tea. Add enough ice and water 

to make 2 gallons. Add ginger 

ale just before serving with a 

tablespoon of the lime ice to top 

each serving. ~

Discard warped and discolored 
pans unless you want uneven 
browning results in your baking. 

Cookies and biscuits rise higher 
and bake more evenly if you bake 
therm on cookie sheets without any 
sides, than in pans with high sides. 

Pans with warped or dented sides 
will heat more slowly than those 
with perfectly level] bottoms and 
sides.
